“Since that post-war period., the Huta PokoJ plant has been practically restoied to Its 
former condition and stemdLaxdSj, and some new investments have been mode in it. By the 
end of 1952 , new rumours were spreading that in the future no more investments would be 
made as the complete dismantling of the entire plant was envisioned within the next 
year or so. It was further rumoured that rich deposits of high-quality coal hod been 
discovered in the soil, and ground under the plant and that the presence of the plant 
on this ground would make the exploitation of these rich resources Impossible. Xt was 
said that in connection vith _Lhla project discussions were under H^ay for the enlargement 
of the Poke Je or WaD.da~I.ech ^Wortda^Lech not in NXS G&zeteer for Poland7 ^oal mine©. 

Xt was even said that possibly o complete new cpal mine eet«up might be constructed. I 
am not at all certain whether or not all these rumours are true. At present ^September 
19537 * the production at Hut a PokoJ is in full swing »
